B. Dearness Allowance 

The basic wages mentioned above are equated to 91 points of the Con 
sumer Price Index Numbers published for the Ernakulam Centre by the 
Director, Bureau of Economics and Statistics, Trivandrum the authority 
appointed under clause ( c) of Section 2 of the said Act as per Notification 
No. 13115 /E1/74 /LBR dated 14-6-1975 . 

In addition to their basic wages, the daily -rated workers shall be eligible 
to get variable D. A. for every day of work linked to the latest available con 
sumer price index numbers published for Ernakulam Centre at the rate of 
3.94 ps. per point above 91 points. 

In addition to their basic wages the monthly-rated workers shall be 
əligible for monthly D. A. equivalent to the amount arrived at by multiplying 
the daily D. A. payable to daily- rated workers by twenty -six . 
C. General 

The existing systemsof payment-- daily /monthly systems-- shall continue . 
The daily wages for categories in respect of which monthly wages have been 
fixed shall be calculated by dividing the monthly wages of the respective 
categories by twenty -six . The monthly wages for categories in respect of 
which daily wages have been fixed shall be calculated by multiplying the 
daily wages of the respective categories by twenty- six . 

In case the employees anywhere are actually in receipt of higher wages 
than the minimum wages fixed they shall continue to get the benefit of such 
higher wages.
